American files, made by ma- 
chinery, according to the testimony of 
Consul Meeker, compete with English 
handmade files. He mentions one order, 
recently sent to this country, for 1,000 
dozen, •whereas an order for 300 dozen 
English files would be considered or- 
dinarily as a largo cue.

shop in Bradford," said Mr. Meeker, 
"and ask for shears, and you will bo 
handed ft pair bearing a Newark or 
Treutou (N. J.) imprint They are con- 
sidered superior in every way, and one 
of the strange thing* about it is that 
they must be purchased through Shef- 
field, whioh is supposed to be the rival 
ol "American cutlery manufacturers. 
Theee shears, a dealer said to me, are 
superior to all others, because they are 
'sweet cutters.' The shears used by tai- 
lors and cutters are almost entirely of 
American make. 
- ' "Turbine water wheels and printing, 
presses of American manufacture an; 
also sold in Bradford." 


The export, .of machine made boots 


and ehoea is rapidly growing, and has 
indeed already assumed large propor- 
tions.

shoes arc now fully equal to the best 
handmade shoes, and are produced at 
one-third tho cost.

None of the city officials would 


agree to take any stock in the scheme 
but the fellows went to work never- 
theless and were evidently rewarded 
with a rich harvest. They succeeded 
in getting photographs of the mayor, 
members of the council, members of 
the police and fire departments and 
of the city infirmary directors, and 
then solicited advertisements among 
the merchants. They represented 
that the city officials were in the 
scheme with them and no one sus 
peeled that there was anything 
crooked about the business. In each 
separate class of business they repre- 
sented that only one advertisement 
would be published. One prominent 
steam laundry firm contracted an ex 
pensive "ad" with this understand 
ing, and when the souvenirs were 
published they found Long Dane's 
/ad" on another page. 


FOKGOT TO SKTTIiE. 


The strangers boarded at half a 


dozen hotels and several boarding 
houses and when they got away, be- 
tween Saturday and Monday, a week 
ago, several of them neglected to 
settle for their meals and lodging. 
They also forgot to turn in to the 
police department its portion of the 
net earnings. 


The publishers of tbe 
Gazette did 


the printing and through the columns 
of that paper lauded the enterprise 
and its managers to the skies. When 
the job was finished they gave it a 
glowing endorsement, not only on tbe 
scheme itself, but on tbe mechanical 
execution of it. As a reward for

Busbnell.The two roosters 
one an attorney and a boss, and tbe 
other a perpetual candidate for any 
old office, hastened to Columbus with 
tail feathers away up in tbe air.

Asa asked 
them how Allen county palittcswere, 
they said: "Everything Is for For- 
aker. Foraker everywhere "

the way from Columbus to Lima, 
and the Sbermanites snickered in 
their sleeves.
